THE EVIL OF INTOLERANCE 


| NTOLERANCE, as generally under-) 

stood, is a state of mind which pre- | 
vents people from dealing reasonably | 
with those who differ with them. It! 
manifests itself especially in racial, | 
political and religious matters. In-/| 
tolerance can go so far as to make a’ 
person a fanatic or even insane. In-| 
tolerance is always a sign of a mind 
‘which is narrow or limited. It causes | 
a person to see things from one view- | 
point only, and mostly from a wrong 


viewpoint at that. | 
A well-educated person is seldom | 
intolerant. A well-educated person | 


may condemn persons or things, but) 
always reasonably—that is, for just! 
cause. The intolerant person is one 
‘who judges or discriminates against 
‘others unreasonably or without just- 
ification. Mostly, intolerance comes 
from ignorance or environment, which | 
‘leads persons to take for granted 
certain things which have no exist- 
‘ence in fact, or which have been dis-| 
torted. Many people who are violent- | 
ly intolerant in youth, become very | 
tolerant as they mature, and learn) 
from experience or education that 
‘they were under mistaken notions | 
earlier in life. Education is the best | 
remedy for intolerance, provided the) 
‘education be right. 
When we speak of intolerance we)| 
‘ordinarily refer to a prejudiced mind. |

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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


AT THE FOOT OF THE CROSS 

Yesterday was the feast of Our Lady of Sorrows or of the 
Seven Dolors. The Church observes two feasts to honor 
the Sorrows of Mary’s life. The other feast falls on the 
Friday following Passion Sunday. 

Recently I discovered an address of the late Pope Pius 
1X, delivered before the representatives of the Catholic So- 
cieties of Rome on September 20, 1874. It was on the same 
date, four years previously, that the States of the Church 
were confiscated and the Holy Father Himself made a prison- 
er. It was the beginning of this Pope’s own sorrows. I am 
sure you will enjoy the Pope’s comment much more than any 
word of my own on this feast. This is what the Holy Father 
said on that day: 


This year the anniversary of the 20th of September falls on the 
same day as the liturgic commemoration of the sorrows of the Mother 
of God. Now, since the Church honors this great Woman, bowed 
down under the weight of sorrows, we ought to follow her, to imi-

She did not, like the mother of Ismael, say that she had not the 
strength to be present at the death of her Son, but valiant Woman 
as she was, she went up to Golgotha, and at the very foot of the 
Cross gathered from the lips of her divine Son the words that 
comfort, that teach, that make the Man-God the Master of truth, 
even upon the wood of the Cross, 

Mary Most Holy was then standing at the foot of the Cross, 
stabat; she heard the plasphemies of the soldiers, the scoffs of the 
Pharisees, the insulte of the priests; she was standing, stabat; and 
with her eyes turned toward her divine Son, she felt her courage 
redouble, even in the fullness of her grief; she remained standing, 
stabat. The spear pierced the side of the crucified Lord 
and she looked on, motionless, not like so many weak ones who ° 
gazed upon this terrible tragedy as they would at a spectacle, but 
like meditating, suffering, hopeful Woman. 

And yet, at this sight, she recalled the words of the aged Simeon, 
who foretold that this Child would one day be as a very sharp 
sword that would pierce her maternal heart. 

Stabat—Mary most holy stood firm and erect at the foot of the 
Cross until the end of the awful catastrophe. She then retired, 
and in the midst of darkness with which God desired in some way 
to manifest the universal mourning of nature, she wént down from 
Calvary, with a steady and fearless step and returned to her dwell- 
ing, Where we may well believe that her divine Son first appeared 
to her to console her and it is worthy of belief, that in explaining 
to her the accomplishment of the great mystery, He also made 
known to her the future triumphs of the Church, the commencement 
of which she herself wads to see. 

Let us then raise our eyes towards that mountain and profit 
by the examples of strength given by the Immaculate Virgin, who 
will herself temper our afflictions to our already exhausted strength. 

We, also, are a sad witness to the atrocious war and to the tor- 


ments, which are heaped upon this-Church, upon this hely Church, 
which came forth on Calvary from the open side of Jesus Christ. 

It is the duty of all, and more especially of the ministers of 
the Sanctuary, to counteract the blasphemies, scoffs, and contempt 
for holy and sacred things, with the remedy of that instruction 
which confounds error by strengthening the good, sustaining the 
weak, and recalling, if possible, the hardened.

Two Marble Altars 
Blessed In Kokomo 


The Rt. Rev. Msgr. J. P. Durham, 
¥. G.. Officiates—Cathedral 
Rector Gives Sermon. . 


Solemn services at St. Patrick's 
church, Kokomo, Sunday night, mark- 
ed the dedication of the two marble 
side altars presented the chureh by 
the family of the late J. W. Johnston. 
The main altar was presented by Mr. 
Johnston shortly prior to his death 
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rather than what is. Next there is the essential principle that the moral 
precedes the material in the chain of cause and effect. Lastly, there is 
the rule that the presumption of prorress is inadmissible. 

Let me take these in their order. What is most lacking in the type 
of history with which we contend is continuity. It is true to say that 
the average educated man brought up outside Catholic influences sees 
the past of Europe as something which he understands at its origin— 
the pagan world; something which he understands today-—the modern 
world; and between the two a whole thousand years, to which he is more 
or less a stranger, and the earlier part of which is almost without mean- 
ing to him. 

In other words, he does not regard our civilization in the dimension 
of time as one thing. ; 

_Now the Catholic, however slight his instruction, is necessarily in 
a different world. He is possessed of institutions which exemplify con- 
tinuity, and it is remarkable how in nations of Catholic culture this 
sense of one-ness with the past, this sense of an identity and personality 
binding the Christian centuries, is felt in all classes of society. It is not 
& question of acquaintance with a great number of facts in the forgotten 
and misunderstood mid-development of Europe. 

A man may haye a million of those facts card-indexed, and yet know 
less of the Dark and Middle Ages than a half-instructed man steeped 
in the Mass. And just as we comprehend and use continuity in time, so 
do we comprehend and use continuity in space. That personality of 
Europe, or Yather of Christendom, we perceive almost as we would a 
human individuality. We understand Napoleon's great saying that 
every war in Europe was a civil war; and is not that saying almost 
meaningless to those who have not this Catholic sense? 

Defeets ef Tradition Obvious 

Tradition as an element in evidence is the next point. It has, as 
we know, been amply emphasized in recent theological pronouncements: 
but I am here agg md only of its secular use, as contrasted with the 
exaggerated modern dependence upon the document. : 

The defects of mere tradition as against contemporary documents 
are obvious. But the neglect of it on account of those defects, sti!) worse 
the elimination of it, is quite fatal, from our point of view, to a compre- 
hension of the past. The use of tradition appears continually in matters 
of detail as one weighs the evidence upon any event. For instance, you 
have two accounts, one contemporary, improbable, and perhaps for 
physical reasons even impossible. You have another, later, and there- 
fore already touched with the element of tradition. The latter.one is 
far more consonant with all the rest that we know of the event in 
question. The older historians would here have given the traditional] 
evidence its full weight, and I maintain that the Catholic attitude to- 
wards history will generally show this tendency, and wil! regard the 
modern fashion of unique dependence upon the document as out of pro- 
portion. 

. evan connected with this estimate of tradition is the third point, 

e admittance of things not measurable and even the preference of 
ee — the exactly measurable ones. 

: oo much reliance upon that which is capable of exact measure t 
or rather, the elimination of all that is not nations of weack dabanioeshaud 
is perhaps in our eyes the capital intellectual error of the time in which 
we live, The reason is fairly obvious. The great triumphs of physical 
science which are the special note of the last three generations have al 
been wholly dependent upon the quantitative analvsis of things. The 
qualitative has correspondingly suffered. as 

I say that it is the tendency of the Catholic mind in history to re- 
store it; and such a restoration, coupled with the rehabilitation of tradi- 
tion, within due measure, between them make un what seems to us the 
use of commonsense in history and render it free from those enormous 
errors which mere statistics breed. 


Reaction of Recent Orgin 

The fourth point (and it is that perhaps in which I shall find myself 
in most general agreement, though I should not so have found myself 
a generation ago) is in the putting ef the moral as the cause of the 
material, ‘instead of the other way about, For instance, the Catholic 
mind will hardly contrast races so much as religions. It will explain a 
series of events through the moods of men more than through their 
physical surroundings. It will certainly beware of over-emphasizing the 
economic interpretation of history. It will perceive the materia! sur 
roundings of man re-acting upon his spiritual nature, but not the latter 
proceeding from the former. 

It is not too much to say that whether we adopt this priority of the 
moral over the material or no, it is the test of historical method. During 
the greater part of the nineteenth century the process of the material 
to the moral was taken for granted. It is perhaps some twenty or 
twenty-five years since the beginning of the reaction was apparent. I[t is 
growing general, and is one of the points, I think, in which the Catholic 
mind can best get into touch with its non-Catholic contemporaries. 

Were this, which I cannot but presume to be the just order, univers 
ally accepted as it was until, say, the mid-eighteenth century by every 
one, and as it is by the Catholic mind everywhere, we should have history 
revolutionized,-and for the better we should see where the real lines 
of cleavage lay. 

I will give an example. To every one brought up, as I was on the 
official nor Catholic history the line of cleavage in pre-conquest history 
of England lay between those who spoke Teutonic languages and those 
who spoke Celtic or Romance. The Danish invasions of England appeared

Presumption of Progress 

That anything subject to experiment will tend to accretion, and to 
the making more perfect of its means to its end, is obvious to the reason. 
The Arts and Sciences advance in time of peace, though they also reach 
a breaking point sooner or later. It is also obvious to experience that 
organisms grow; and institutions may be included under the term “or- 
ganism.” But experience is also quite conclusive that this process ts 
not indefinite and that, so surely as there is growth, there is aleo decay 
and death. Now the illusion of progress which warps history so fatally, 
warps it worst of all in the habitof “reading history backwards.”” Thus, 
in Victorian education, the story of English constitutional development 
was presented as one orderly sequence of events leading up from better 
to best, and concluding in the stank divine perfection of the House of 
Commons, the Party System, and the typical Cabinet Minister of the 
‘eighties. 

But that is not history. Your man of the past would not be pleased 
to find himself in the present, any more than the man in the present 
would be pleased to find himself in the past. And I say that this fifth 
mark, the negation of the presumption of progress, also attaches to the 
Catholic mind in its approach of history. 

I fear that this brief paper may have too much of a personal note, 
and I will beg my hearers to discount it; but I will also ask them whether 
these five points which I have capitulated do not largely help to explain 
the difference we fee! between our own approach to historical science

THE CHILD’S LESSON 
FROM TODAY’S EPISTLE 


When St. Paul wrote today’s 


he was a 
‘prisoner of Nero. The word of 
‘God, and the messages from 
'Christ’s ambassadors, are nev- 
‘er weakened by the chains and 
bonds of unjust persecutors. 
__ During these Sundays after 
Pentecost, the Church is espec- 
‘ially anxious that we should 
‘cultivate within us, in a very 
‘special manner, the “inward 
spirit”. The Epistles and Gos- 
pels all through these Sundays 
point to this higher and spirit- 
ual life of man. For mstance 
today St. Paul prays in prison 
‘that God would grant the Eph- 
esians, “according to the rich- 
‘es of His glory, to be streng- 
thened by His Spirit with 
‘might unto the inward man.” 
‘For God alone can strengthen 
‘us inwardly, to make us under- 
stand as the Saints do, the 
breadth, length, height and 
idepth of the great mystery of 
Christ dwelling in man. 
__ Did you notice also children, 
ithat St.Paul asks these ‘favors 
‘of God, through Faith and 
‘Charity? In other words, we 
cannot develop this inward 
‘man of the true spirit, by mere 
‘powers of reason and will, but 
‘through the God-given virtues 
of Faith and Charity. 
| In addressing these words to 
the Ephesians, St. Paul was 
speaking to all faithful of all 
times, according to the explan- 
ation by St. John Chrysostom. 
If we have made no progress 
toward God, we have been ne- 
glecting the many and sublime 
lessons taught us by the 


cost. Advent is the beginning 
brings us to the close of that 
year.
